The committee did not accept 
Black's offer, declurliiK the railway 
company should stand at least half the 
expense.

After mucli discussion Black prom¬ 
ised he would confer with officials of 
his corporation in an effort to liave 
the company pledRC $2(MI,(I00 of the 
expense. Black will make his report 
at the next meetiiiK of tlie commiltee, 
which will be held next Tuesday. 

Harvey .M. Toy, chairman of the 
state liiKliway commission, salil the 
wideiiinK of the hlRbway at Colnia, to 
break the "bottle neck,” would be the 
first mutter that the commission takes 
up next year. He promised that Hie 
slate would expend |2.'>U,0UU for the 
purpose of iiiuklnK the new road one 
of the widest and best stretches of 
hlKhway in the state.

1 'I'lie officdals were then taken to the 
Iilant of the Bactfic Bortland Cement 
company on Redwood harbor, where 
a Kovernment tux wa.s to await them 
for their return trip to San Francis¬ 
co. 

.Need of the local harbor for im¬ 
provement was impressed U|>on the 
coiiRressinen when the tUR became 
Krounded in the mud. A boat from 
the cement plant was ordered to its 
assistance, but the tUR was able to 
proceed under its own power and 
dockeil at 1U;50 o'clock.

That the activity in the building of 
the first unit of the Bay Shore High¬ 
way is progressing rapidly is the 
statement of Division Fjnglneer John 
H. Skeggs of the California state high¬ 
way commission. 

It is the firm belief of the division 
engineer that the grading work now 
in progress will be completed before 
the winter rains cause a cessation of 
'work. 

All the bridges over the drainage 
canals, with the exceptioil of one, are 
will be completed within a very few 
now in place and the remaining one 
days. 

This much of the highway has been 
financed through the city of San Fran¬ 
cisco and the state highway funds. 
There remains a connecting link at 
the southern end Into San Mateo and 
the underpass under the Southern Pa¬ 
cific railroad in South San F'rancisco 

.Major Skeggs. who was in South 
San F'rancisco .Monday evening, states 
that the estimated cost of the subway 
will be approximately $200,OUO, which 
will be borne by the highway commis¬ 
sion and the Southern Bacific railway. 
In order to make the proposition u.s 
acceptable as possible to the railway 
company, that that company might 
see fit to undertake a larger propor¬ 
tion of the expense, the major sub 
mitl€Kl the proposal of closing the 
grade crossing near San Bruno ami 
the buildinx of connecting links made 
necessary by doing so. One will bj 
in the city limits of South San F'ran- 
clsco, about a half mile long, and the 
other in San Bruno. There are sev¬ 
eral other interests involved and he 
suggested that South San Francisc i 
get the mall together in order to pre¬ 
sent the matter satisfactorily at the 
meeting of the railway commissloner.s 
in Sun F'rancisco October 20. 

The underpass Is one of the most 
important portions of the highway and 
upon the early solution of the prob¬ 
lem and getting Its construction un¬ 
der way depends on the date at which 
the highway can be opened to tratfi<'. 
With speedy action the road could be 
opened by September of next year.

DRIVER KILLED AT I 

TANFORAN SUNDAY' 


SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
VS. JEFFERSON TODAY 


Gene Bingham, widely known racing 
driver, is dead and Lew Moore, also a 
driver, is suffering from a fractured 
skull and a gash over the left eye 
which probably destroyed the sight, at 
Mills Memorial Hospital in San .Ma¬ 
teo. as a result of accidents at the au- 
lomobile races Sunday afternoon on 
the Tanforan track. 

Bingham, driving at a terrific pace. 
I cashed through the fence while at¬ 
tempting to negotiate a turn. The car 
was completely wrecked and he was 
taken unconscious from the wreckage 
and hurried to .Mills .Memorial Hos¬ 
pital, where he succumbed to his in¬ 
juries about an hour later. 

.VIoore was injured when his car 
went through the fence as he turned 
the fourteenth lap In the second race, 
when the steering gear broke. 

He was racing with .Mike .Mosey, 
traveling at full speed, in an attempt 
to gain first place, when the gear 
l>roke and the car hurtled across the 
track, through the fence, turning over 
twice. Late reports indicate he has 
a good chance for recovery. 

Bingham's body was removed from 
Mills .Memorial Hospital Sunday eve¬ 
ning to .Nieri's undertaking parlors, in 
South San Francisco, where a coro¬ 
ner’s inquest was held Monday after¬ 
noon before Coroner W. A. Brooks. 

A number of witnesses testified, 
among whom were Dr. F 11. Smith of 
San Bruno, who attended the injured 
man; Leland Bond, traffic officer of 
San Bruno; Carl I>ewla. chief of po¬ 
lice of San Bruno; John 1). Stelling. 
manager of Tanforan track; Mr 
Hooker of Imis Angeles, owner of tlie 
cir driven by Bingham. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury 
was that liingham came to his death 
from a crushed chest and punctured 
lung due to breaking of a front axle 
of a racing car at Tanforan. 

The body was prepared for burial 
at .Nieri's undertaking parlors and 
was shipped Tuesday morning to Ivos 
.'. ngeles, where his mother resides, for 
interment. Bingham was 13 years, 6 
months old at his death. 

The car driven by Bingham, ''99.” 
was known as the "death car," two 
other drivers having lost their lives 
while driving the car in the last few 
months. They were Bill Reid, who 
lost his life a few months ago while 
racing at Tanforan, and Jack Kemp, 
who met death two weeks ago in a 
race at San Jose.
